FOUND DEAD IN BED

Prominent Woman of County 
Victim of Apoplexy. Active 
in Missionary Work. 

Miss Tula Clay Daniel, a prominent 
woman of Breckinridge county, and 
who is widely known in the church 
circles of the State for her activities 
in mission work, was found dead in 
bed at her home in Hardinshurg late 
Monday afternoon 

Miss Daniel's lifeless form was dis- 
covered by neighbors who made their 
way into her home after they received 
no response to their knocks Miss 
Daniel was last seen on Sunday even- 
ing as she returned home from the 
evening church service. On Monday 
her neighbor! noticed the house be- 
ing closed and missed her bein^ a- 
bout. but they were of the opinion 
that she was out on some special 
mission work which she had planned 
to do that day. About :t o'clock in the 
afternoon her friends became alarm- 
ed and went to her home where they 
found her dead in bed. 

Miss Daniel's companion and house- 
keeper was on her vacation leaving 
Miss Daniel alone The deceased was 
apparently in good health, and the 
sudden-ness of her death came as a 
complete shock to her friends. It is 
believed by physicians that death was 
due to apoplexy and that she passed 
away earlv Sundav evening 

Miss Daniel's sister. Mrs. Clara D. 
Fly. of St. Louis, and two brothers. 
Fred M Daniel, of Mammoth Springs. 
Ark., and Portia M Daniel, of Brook- 
lyn. N Y . were notified of her death, 
the funeral arrangements are to he 
completed upon their arrival Tues- 
day evening 

Always Lived in County. 

Miss Daniel was the daughter of 
the late Vivian Daniel. She was about 
sixty-two years old. was born and 
reared in Hardinshurg. and has al- 
ways lived there. She- was a member 
of the Southern Methodist church, 
and a strong church worker. 

Several years ago. Miss Daniel held 
an office in the Louisville Conference 
of the Woman's Missionary Society. 
She gave generously of her time and 
means to to reign mission work She 
has pledged and supported the Tula 
C Daniel scholarship in one of the 
Methodist foreign mission schools 

for several years, and in fact has 
practically devoted her life to mis- 
sion work 

At the time of her death. Miss Dan- 
iel was the County Secretary for the 
Near Fast Relief work. She has car- 
ried on a strenous campaign for the 
Armenians and on the day she was 
found dead, she had planned to gath- 
er up old clothes for the Near Fast 
refugees in her home town.

A rattlesnake ranch, the only one 
of its kind, in the country, is located 
on Indian Creek, live miles from An- 
derson, in the fastness of the Ozarks 
The ranch is managed by Miss A- 
hearn. assisted by her sixteen-year-old 
brother. They look after the entire 
business of snake raising except oc- 
casionally hiring an Indian who is 
willing to take the risk of capturing 
a rattlesnake alive. The ranch now has 
tOt snakes in the pits. The principal 
profits of the enterprise comes from 
the sale of the poison extracted from 
the rattlesnakes, which is sold to heal- 
ers A large revenue is derived from 
the sale of the snakes to menageries 
and museums at the established rate 
nt M Vv'uts a pound The smaller 
snakes are killed and their flesh ren- 
dered for the rattlesnake oil. which 
sells for aji ounce
